Poll Shows Majority Favor 
Censure of Chicago Editor 

Vancouver — (CUP) — UBC students have expressed overwhelming support of 
the Sunday night effigy burning of Colonel Robert J. McCormick, editor and publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune. 

A Ubyssey poll drew comments from dozens of students on the campus Monduy 
morning while workmen hauled away the charred remains of the gallows from the site of 
the effigy burning.

violation of the Honor Code. An- 
other three loft the University be- 
fore trial was held nnd hnvo not 
yet returned. 

The cheating consisted of ob- 
taining final examination papers 
by devious means. Papers were 
obtained in General Biology, 
Freshman Chemistry, aud Analy- 
tical Geometry. 

"Tho case which the Honor 
Commisison has recently closed", 
said Beever, "Is the most flagrant 
violation of tho Honor System in 
Its 30-year history at the Uni- 
versity. The men Involved were 
all freshmen who entertained the 
mistaken idea that Honor Sys- 
tems do not work. The violations 
they planned and carried out 
were a deliberate nnd premedi- 
tated breach of the Ideals of this 
University. The penalties Imposed 
by the Commission were severe 
but under the circumstances Jus- 
tifiably so." 

In reference to those black- 
listed for failure to report the 
violations, Boever explained: 
"These men knew that the thefts 
were plnnued. Reporting of Hie 
plans could have resulted In pre- 
ventive action by the Honor Com- 
mission. In this ease some of the 
men subsequently Involved would 
never have become involved, and 
thoothers would not have recel-

To Consider 
Quitting NFCUS 

McMuster — (CUP)— A student 
petition bus been submitted to 
student authorities suggesting 
Hint McMuster withdraw from 
NFCUS. The question will be dis- 
cussed at a speelal student as- 
sembly next Tuesday. 

The petition reads, "We, the 
undersigned, request a student 
assembly and will present a mo- 
tion suggestion that McMuster 
should withdraw from tho Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian 
University Students. 

Representing the petitioners at 
n student council meeting, Charles 
Williams maintained that NFCUS 
has no basis in principle and per- 
forms no important function. He 
argued that NFCUS has no con- 
crete program to offer that would 
justify tho amount of money It 
wants. It would bo poor policy to 
ask people to throw good money 
after had, he contended. 

Howard Ellsworth answered 
that NFCUS had a program and 
urged the Council to support it 
by increasing tho annual grunt 
from twenty to fifty cents per 
student. 

Tho student, council, while 
agreeing that NFCUS had faults, 
believed that its potentialities 
outweighed Its drawbacks. Moyrn 
nissel. nnd Bill Williams In- 
troduced a motion regarding fur- 
ther NFCUS support: 

"That Council makes a recom- 
mendation to the student union 
as follows: — thut this Council 
believes 1) In the potential value 
of a National Federation to Cana- 
dian students, 2) that NFCUS 
has to some extent fulfilled theso 
potentialities; that wo arc willing 
to support and encourage Its 
effort to bring concrete benefits 
to Canadian students. Therefore 
Council is in favour of retaining 
McMaster's membership in NFC- 
US for 1963-64." Only Stan 
Swaren, a Divinity representative 
voted against tills motion. 

The Senior Masthead on the 
.Silhouette felt that the existence 
of NFCUS was not Justified by 
any evidence In their history, 
present program, of future plans.

It thought that although 
the IUS has become more moder- 
ate In Its anti-Western propa- 
ganda, Its intentions have not 
changed. 

Mr. Sobroto spoke for tho Indo- 
nesian students and said that tho 
only means of expression for the 
Indonesian students was IUS, and 
that if NFCUS refused to Join, It 
would Indicate disinterest und 
luck co-opcrution on the part of 
Canadian students. Therefore, ho 
felt that on attempt should def- 
initely bo made to contact IUS.

i* AGE TWO 
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Canada's Greatness 

Wealth and Ideals 



' In recent months there lias broken out 
In' Canada a wave of resentment, arising 
out of social and political developments 
south of the border, which is brought into 
sharp focus today by the Gouzcnko affair. 
This wrathful indignation is manifested by 
. dramatic protestations in our largest uni- 
versities, by the unanimous support accord- 
ed Mr. Pearson in our press, and, in our 
Parliament, by the solid front put up by all 
political parties save one on this issue. The 
beaver's tail has been trodden upon and he 
is snapping back in irritaion. 

This phenomenon of Canadian voices 
warning our American friends of the dan- 
gers inherent in the course their elected 
representatives are plotting should not be 
surprising. For Canada is growing up, and 
very rapidly at that. 

Since World War II, the industrial de- 
velopment of Canada has proceeded at an 
incredible rate and the role she plays on 
the international stasc has grown proport- 
• ionately. This country has emerged, of late, 
as one of a small group of middle powers 
which must be reckoned with on the world 
political scene, the subtle change in Cana- 
dian-American relations is a natural corol- 
lary to the great industrial transformation 
taking place. No doubt, Canadians and their 
^.brothers to the south will continue to get 
on well together. There is so much the two 
' have in common: standards of behaviour, 
. conception of justice, mores and morals, 
national interests, and economic interde- 
pendence. 

However, as time goes on, intercourse 
between the two neighbours will be less 
' and less one between the heavily populated, 
mighty power with the most productive in- 
dustry in the world and its economic and 
cultural satellite which has one eleventh 
of its population and one fifteenth of its 
- . production; as Canada gets over her grow- 
* ing pains these relations will more and morn 
become dealings between equals. For Can- 
ada has much to offer. 

It is an often-used slogan that the futu- 
re belongs to Canada. Mention is made of 
the vast iron and copper resources Untnp- 
7 ped in the northern wastes, of the oil re- 
serves in Alberta, of the quantities of 



uranium and other minerals in Quebec and 
Labrador. Others point to Canada as the 
main supplier of grain after the fields in 
the United States prove insufficient, and 
notice is drawn to her strategic position 
in the air n^e of today. All of these, it is 
true, help lend credence to the slogan. Yet 
it is not in these fields, we submit, that 
Canada's greatest contribution might come. 

This country is surely becoming one of 
the best places on earth in which lo live, 
and the pity is that not enough citizens 
here realize it. Blessed with the natural 
riches and the high standard of living 
which make the United States the land of 
milk and honey, Canada nevertheless still 
is the land of opportunity, still has a front- 
ier to be conquered. Furthermore, North 
American geographically, British politic- 
ally and, to a large extent, French in ori- 
gin, she is able to help considerably in 
the struggle for peace. She has been great- 
ly influenced by the development of the 
United States, indeed, her cultural values 
are to an alarming degree variations of the 
American. However, always more moder- 
ate, ever criticized for their overuse of the 
principle 'compromise', and lacking the 
American tendency towards chauvinism, 
Canadians can have a most essential sober- 
ing effect on their neighbours. For in these 
troubled times moderation, compromise and 
abstinence from extreme nationalism are 
qualities most welcome, but unfortunately, 
also painfully rare in the republic to the 
south. The latter has now reached a prim- 
acy of power. In that role it requires, first 
and foremost, the wisdom and patient cour- 
age of a staunch if critical friend and ally. 
Canada can fill this need and this can be 
her contribution. 

The future truly belongs to Canada. 
For the gifts of fortune, the untold riches 
under their soil, Canadiens should be grate- 
ful. But they should bear in mind the warn- 
ing that James Russell Lowell, the Americ- 
an critic and satirist, once flashed to his 
countrymen, and which, many suspect, may 
have gone unheeded: that the true great- 
ness of a nation must be weighed in scales 
more delicate than the balance of trade.

What's this I've been -hearing about a reading course 
that enables you lo cut the time of your reading assign- 
ments in half? Is there really something to it? 

The other day, after receiving a lengthy- reading list 
for one of my courses, I decided it might be worth my 
while to do some investigating. I had first heard about this 
speeded-up reading process from a friend who had taken 
the reading course which Sir George Williams College offers 
lo its students. 

On calling Sir George, I was referred lo Dr. Kirschner, 
who assisted in setting up their reading course. He consented 
to give me the clues to reading improvement. 

He explained, that reading is a visual process of tran- 
slating symbols into meaning. Most students read "words" 
instead of' ideas and are unable to visualize the material 
that they read. Thus, reading for them Is a slow laborious 
process with a frequent need for rereading in order to get 
the meaning.

Thus the Fifth Amendment, though it may make 
It more difficult to ferret out harmful elements 
from our society, must remain as a stalwart com- 
panion of our intrinsic freedoms and of those 
who ha\c been unduly accused of crime ngainst 
our society.

Slnco much 
of tho rereading is unnecessary 
to obtaining tho meaning of the 
print, tho elimination of regres- 
sion is a great step forward. 

After each reading exercise 
students practice In recalling and 
so Improvo their comprehension.

You must see t hem for 
yourself. 

One of the effects' of the fall' 
of Constantinople not often rea- 
lized is the new Importance given 
to tho Russian Church. In Christ- 
endom, only the Creek Orthodox 
Church can rival the Roman 
Catholic claim /to unbroken suc- 
cession from the apostles. After 
Hall, the Russian Orthodox 
Church regarded Itself as tho true 
successor of the .Eastern Church. 
Thus we set; this early break bet- 
ween Russian and European cult- 
ures which Is now so manifest to- 
day. Tho nttltudo of mistrust for 
tho .West Is a Soviet heritage 
from their Russian Orthodox past. 

We in America lack the old 
Gothic cathedrals and masterly 
frescoes which servo to remind 
Ruropenns of their great heritage. 
This lack of tradition often leads 
us to shallow and naive condem- 
nation or our mother countries. 
Thus an exhibition or this nature 
attempts to supply n real lack in 
our environment. AVe should en- 
courage more exhibitions or this 
nature. However, 11)080 require a 
great deal of work and organi- 
zation by the Library staff and 
the Faculty. As one professor rc- 
tnnrked, "If the students fall to 
supply the initiative we must lead 
them.
